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SUBJECT: POST NIMETZ ATTITUDES IN CYPRUS 

SUMMARY. IN SPITE OF HEATED ATMOSPHERE IN CYPRUS PRECEDING HIS 
VISIT, COUNSELOR NIMETZ' CONSULTATIONS AVOIDED POSSIBLE 
PITFALLS AND DISCOVERED A BIT MORE PLEXIBILITY ON CYPRUS 
PROBLEM AMONG GOC LEADERS, ESPECIALLY FOREIGN MINISTER 
ROLANDIS. TURKISY CYPRIOT LEADERSHIP WELCOMED VIST AND 
CONPIRMED ITS WILLINGNESS TO NEGOTIATE ALL ISSUES. GOC 
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PROBABLY WILL PURSUE CYPRUS PROBLEM AT UNGA AND 
PERHAPS AT SC. END SUMMARY. 

1 . FRENZIED PRESS TREATMENT OF NIMETZ VISIT IN EARLY 
STAGES RAISED EXPECTATIONS, AT LEAST IN PUBLIC MIND, 

TO SUCH EXTENT THAT WHEN REAL, CONSULTATIVE NATURE OF VISIT 
WAS FINALLY SUCCESSPULLY CONVEYED, SOME SENSE OF 
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DISAPPOINTMENT WAS PERHAPS NATURAL. PREVALENT PUBLIC 
MOOD IN WAKE OE VISIT APPEARS TO BE (I) PUZZLEMENT AS TO 
WHY VISIT WAS NECESSARY IF IT WAS ONLY TO DISCERN VIEWS 
AND (2) A LINGERING EXPECTATION THAT U.S. IS PREPARING AN 
INITIATIVE ON CYPRUS. PART OP THIS LATTER REACTION IS 
WISHPUL THINKING OP THE RIGHT-WING THAT U.S. WILL BE 
WILLING TO CONTINUE TO PLAY A LEADING ROLE, AND PART (IN 
LEFTIST CIRCLES) IS UNEASINESS THAT U.S. MAY BE ATTEMPTING TO 
IMPOSE A SOLUTION PAVORING NATO. OVERALL, PRESS, WITH 
PEW EXCEPTIONS, BADLY DISTORTED NATURE OP VISIT. 

2. AMONG GOC OPPICIALS, SOME DISAPPOINTMENT WAS EVIDENT, 
ESPECIALLY THAT NOTHING WITH REGARD TO PURTHER MOVES ON 
CYPRUS HAD COME OUT OP TURKISH FOREIGN MINISTRY SCRETARY 
GENERAL ELEKDAG'S VISIT TO U.S. (GOC APPARENTLY HAD 
CONVINCED ITSELP THAT ELEKDAG'S TRIP MUST HAVE BEEN TO 
DISCUSS PURTHER IMPROVEMENTS OP TURKISH SIDE'S PROPOSALS 
ON CYPRUS.) ONCE INTO DISCUSSIONS, HOWEVER, GOC OPPICIALS 
ACCEPTED VISIT POR WHAT IT WAS AND DISPLAYED A WILLINGNESS 
TO EXPLORE AND SUGGEST POSSIBLE NEW DIRECTIONS TOWARD 
AGREEMENT. THIS WAS ESPECIALLY TRUE OP FOREIGN MINISTER 
ROLANDIS, WHO CONTINUED TO DEMONSTRATE A PRACTICAL, PROBLEM 
SOLVING APPROACH. HE CAUTIONED, HOWEVER, THAT HE COULD 
NOT COMMITT GOC TO ANY PARTICULAR LINE; POLICY DECISIONS 
HAD TO BE TAKEN BY COUNCIL OF MINISTERS APTER DISCUSSION 
BY NATIONAL COUNCIL. 
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3. POLICY DIRECTION GOC HAS IN MIND WAS REVEALED IN 
BACKGROUND BRIEPING TO PRESS GIVEN BY PRESIDENT 
KYPRIANOU AFTER NIMETZ-GOC PORTION OP DISCUSSIONS WERE 
COMPLETED (NICOSIA 2303); HE EMPHASIZED TO JOURNALISTS 
THAT GOC POSITION HAD NOT CHANGED AT ALL AND IT STILL 
INTENDED TO PURSUE CYPRUS PROBLEM BEPORE UNSC. (DURING 
DISCUSSIONS, ROLANDIS HIMSELP REPEATED THAT GOC INTENDED 

TO PURSUE BOTH TRACKS - NEGOTIATIONS AND INTERNATIONALIZATION - 
EMPHASIZING ONE OR THE OTHER DEPENDING ON DEVELOPMENTS.) 

4. AMONG TURKISH CYPRIOT LEADERSHIP, NO CHANGE OP ATTITUDE 

WAS NOTED. DENKTASH AND HIS AIDES CONTINUED TO EXPRESS WILLINGNESS 
TO DISCUSS ANY AND ALL DIFPERENCES ONCE INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS 
WERE RESUMED BUT DID NOT SEEM TO HAVE ANY NEW IDEAS ABOUT 
MECHANISM POR GETTING TALKS STARTED AGAIN. 

5. COMMENT. WE BELIEVE GOC HAD ALREADY DECIDED IN 
PRINCIPLE BEPORE NIMETZ VISIT TO PURSUE CYPRUS PROBLEM AT 
UNGA AND SC AND THAT NOTHING TRANSPIRED TO 

PERSUADE IT TO CHANGE ITS MIND. THEREFORE UNLESS SIGNIPICANT 
DEVELOPMENTS TAKE PLACE ON NEGOTIATING FRONT IN NEXT 
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COUPLE WEEKS TO CONVINCE GOC THAT ITS INTERESTS WOULD 
BE BETTER SERVED BY AVOIDING CONTENTIOUS DEBATE AT UNGA, 

IT SEEMS UNLIKELY THAT SUCH A DISCUSSION CAN BE HEADED 
OFF. HOWEVER, GOC APPEARS TO BE A BIT MORE WARY OF 
RECOURSE TO SC; KYPRIANOU HAS SAID TIMING OF THAT RECOURSE 
WOULD DEPEND ON HIS DISCUSSIONS WITH WORLD LEADERS IN 
NEW YORK IN LATE SEPTEMBER. IF HE FINDS CONSIDERABLE 
OPPOSITION AMONG SC MEMBERS TO RAISING ISSUE THERE, OR 
IF IT APPEARS CYPRUS WOULD NOT GET AN ACCEPTABLE RESOLUTION, 

HE MIGHT DECIDE TO POSTPONE IT. END COMMENT.
